National Insurance Act, 1911, as to the qualifications 
of a Midwife, dated 18th December, 1913 . 


Tlie Irish Insurance Commissioners (hereinafter called -‘ti- 
Cornmissioners ”) appointed for the purposes of Parti of 
National Insurance Act, 1911 (hereinafter called “ the’ let ’h 
hereby certify under Section 9 of the Rules Publication w 
189.1, that on account of urgency the following Regulations should 
come into operation immediately, and in pursuance of Sect!,,,, 
18 (11, 81 C20) and 65. of the Act, hereby make the follow^ 
Regulations, to come into operation forthwith as Provisional 
Regulations. 

1- — (1.) These Regulations may he cited as the National Health 
Insurance (Qualifications of Midwives) Regulations (Ireland). 


(2.) A duly certified midwife for the purposes of Section 18 
(1) ot the Act as applied to Ireland slw.ll mean a midwife having 
the qualifications hereinafter set forth, that is to say 

(a) She shall have been certified as a midwife in pursuance 
of any Act of Parliament or shall have obtained from some 
lying-in-hospital recognised by the Commissioners a certi- 
ficate of proficiency in midwifery, or shall be a person whose 
name is contained on the roll of midwives of the Central 
Midwives Hoard; provided that neither of the aforesaid 
qualifications shall be necessary in the case of any person 
who held on the 24th February, 1899, and still holds the office 
of Midwife of a dispensary district or workhouse in Ireland. 

(b) She shall be of the ago of twenty-three years or up- 
wards.
